FROM LATIN HYMN TO 


“RED FLAG, mn 


Prague,’ May. 25.—A Ceps mes- 
sage from ‘Moscow describes the 
life-history of the old clock in the 
‘Spassky Tower on the Red Square 
in “Moscow,” built, as # Latin in- 
scription tells us, by Peter Antony 
Solarius, of Milan, in 1491. The 
clock fills the entire ninth story 
of the tower.. On one bell are the 
‘first words of the Latin . hymn, 
“All’People Praise the Lord,” and 
beneath the inscription, “ Cast by 
Claudius Fremus in senstereeey: 
A. D. 1628.”. 

When, in the reign of Peter the 
Great, bearded peasants brought 
them on thirty weggons from 
Archangel, thé bells. played’ Dutch 
dances, . In-the eighteenth ‘cen- 
tury Geman clockniakers changed
